Mr. Ramsey Macdonald was loudly cheered on Tising to mave 
his vote of censure. He complained of the Guverament s neglect of 
unemployment, the absence of policy calculated te restore the in- 
thluence of the country abroad and to re-establish international peace 
and trade, and condemned the Government for leaving millions 
destitute in order to Nght an election onan undisclosed scheme cf 
tariils and Imperial preference, conceived by sections of capitalists 
in their awn interests, and which would increase the cust of hiving 
and encourage the formation of trusts. , 

Vic. Baldwin, who was given an ovation by his followers, agreed 
with Mr. Macdonald as to the necessity for infinite patienge regard 
ing foreign affairs. It must be remembered that it was impossible 
to accelerate tht day of peace by creating fresh enmity in Europe. 
He had high hopes of success when the communications with 
America began, but, here again, all effurts were nullified by the 
aetiun of two of the Allies, “It may indeed be difficuls to maintain 
indefinitely our attempts to co-operate with allies who make it so, 
difficult Espared no pains to le. the Allies know that the British 
people cannot continue indefinitely to maintain a spirit necessary te 
sm operation and tue Entente if the preseat situation is allowed to 
continue very much longer.

Local estimates give Chan 
King-ming 40,000 regular troops, 
while Sun Yat-sen’s Kwangtung 
forces are mostl> new troops, and 
he has also. 36,000 Yunnanese. 
* Ten thousand of the latter are 
ex-bandits, but are excellent 
fighters.

Passed Unnoticed by — 
, Detectives, 


Paris :—Doctors who examined 
Gabriol Mourey, the bandit who 
fell under the bullets of detectives 
at Gougmay, near Paris, recently 
declared the wounded man to be 
outof danger. In consequence 
he has been removed to the prison 
of Fresnas, near Paris, 

Mourey’s arrest was one of the 
finest pieces of detective work 
accomplished by the Paris police. 

Mourey was sentonced to pena! 
servitude for murderin 1905, Two: 
years after he had been sent to 
Devil's island (tha Fronch pens) 
settlament} he escaped to Ven- 
ezuela. 

After committing several thefts 
he visited Mexico-and America, 
and for 15 years he wandered . 
about these countries, rarely 
doing any honest work. . 

He became associated with 
several gangs of thieves who 
carried out many daring raids, 
but the police were never able to 
catch him, as he is remarkably 
clever in the art of disguising 
himself. 

When Mourey was known to 
bein France detectives thought 
they would catch him on the day 
of his father’s funeral. 

He was known to have a great 
affection for his father, and it was 
believed that he would risk being 
arrested ‘rather than nos attend 


ithe funeral. 


‘olice were in force near the 


house, in the church, and at the 
cemetery, but they did not capture 
Mourey, though he atrended the 
funeral, . ‘ 

He was disguised as a woman, 
and his face was hidden by a veil 
of black crepe. 

Mourey was visited in hiding’ 
by a girl whom the police alraady 
hadunder surveillance. This put

The attacks almost always 
came on at night, and they were 
very frequent. . 

But they naver came on while 
she was staying with one 
of her aunte in the country 
It was naturally supposed 
that thiswas dueto the “fresh 
country air,”
